From Friday, June 14 through Tuesday, June 18, approximately 300 
mayors of the nation’s largest cities will descend on Madison’s Monona 
Terrace Convention Center for the U.S. Conference of Mayors’ 70th 
annual meeting. The event will be entirely closed to the general public, 
and conference attendees will be supervised, chaperoned and sequestered 
from the public throughout their stay in the community — almost as 
if the corporate sponsors of the event, who include Madison Gas & 
Electric, the Phillip Morris Companies (Kraft Foods, Oscar Mayer and 
Miller Brewing), SBC, Fannie Mae, The Pyle Group, American Family 
Insurance, DaimlerChrysler, and Marcus Hotels, would prefer that the 
nation’s mayors not be exposed unnecessarily to the messy business of 
listening to their constituency. The same corporate powers that are 
pushing economic globalization, militarization and privatization are 
fighting in our backyards for increased access to our local governments, 
and the US Conference of Mayors in Madison looks to them like the 
perfect place to effortlessly extend this control. 


They could not be more wrong. As the nation’s mayors are packing their 
bags on June 13th, a coalition known as Creative People’s Resistance will 
be launching the first day of a marathon resistance effort that will span 
the duration of the mayors’ conference and beyond. This resistance effort 
is pare of the global popular resistance that has exploded over the past few 
years in the movement against the WTO, IMF/ World Bank, WEF, and 
others, and, like those past efforts, will use mass demonstrations, non- 
violent direct action, and creative resistance to deliver a strong dose of 
reality as an antidote to the corporate fantasies that are sure to dominate 
the Conference of Mayors. 


We are at a crucial point in this struggle: the global bosses have seemingly 
dropped all restraint, and are ever more open about their greed, bloodlust, 
and disregard for human life and human values. It has never been more 
obvious to all that the goals of the bosses and rulers, and the needs of 
the people of the world, are irreconcilable. The time is ripe to connect 
the mounting global demand for peace, justice and autonomy to the 
struggles taking place in our communities against corporate colonization, 
prison building, racial profiling, privatization, ethnic polarization, and 
the myriad other tactics and effects of global greed and corporate rule. 
Join CPR in Madison from June 13th to the 18th, as the struggle for 


global justice comes home. @

Mapison, WI — On Tuesday, February. 26th, Madison 
was visited by an array of spooks, soldiers and spies, 
ostensibly recruiting UW’s “best and brightest” for alluring | 
post 9/11 opportunities. Among the headhunters were the 
FBI, the INS, the U.S. Justice Dept., the Federal Bureau of | 
Prisons, the Marines, and half a dozen police departments 
from Chicago to Waukegan. Rumors that the CIA and 
NSA were also present remained unconfirmed, though it 
was hard to tell one operative from another since everyone 
had spiffy suits and tiny earphones. 


With the Pentagon’s warchest literally bursting at the seams, 
reaching a 20 year high of $379 billion, there are a lot of 
fresh career tracks out there for jackboots, snitches, and 
eavesdroppers. Thanks to the broad “War on Terrorism” 
brush, all sorts of activist groups from Women in Black and 
Reclaim the Streets to corporate philanthropists like Ben 
and Jerry’s have fallen under the jaundiced eye of federal 
scrutiny. The related Homeland Security efforts of state 
and local authorities have also translated into more taxpayer 
subsidies and ballooning payrolls for “law and order” 
activities. It sure is a lot of hard (dis)honest work to detain 
and violate the rights of 1000+ “terrorism” suspects, hound 
200+ colleges for information on “suspicious” foreign 
students, compile dossiers on all sorts of “unpatriotic” peace 
organizations, develop and distribute new technologies for 
wiretapping phones and sifting through email, etc. etc. 


Sailing against this jingoistic tide, a pirate squad of 
Wobblies and kindred riffraff unexpectedly descended 

upon the UW-Madison recruiting fair. After giving the 
“cloak and dagger” types a taste of their own medicine with 
persistent close-up photography and a barrage of intrusive 
questioning, the buccaneers commandeered an empty table 
to do their own activist recruiting work! Flyers exposing the 
FBI’s 1990 bombing of Wobbly and EarthFirst! Activist, 
Judi Bari, magically app eared next to the punch bowl and 
cookie tray. Brochures detailing state violation of immigrant 
rights and systemic racial profiling surreptitiously found 
their way into unattended INS literature. Much taxpayet 
booty was also reclaimed for the common folk in the form 
of pencils, keychains, lunchbags, and cups.

A trip to Madison with Community Union to lobby legislators on 26 Feb turned out to be quite an education. A cold bus ride and a jail 
lunch were minor punishment compared to what went on inside. Community Union is an offshoor of Esperanza Unida. They can use

As they promised last month, the Milwaukee Common Council, through its finance committee, met on 27 Feb to discuss World Bank bonds. 
The case for not buying the bonds was very well made by Mark Weisbrott from the Center for Economic Justice (www.econjustice.net). 
The committee allowed that the City of Milwaukee didn’t own any bonds, but they offered to make a resolution to that effect and go one 
better and recommend to Milwaukee County that they not buy the bonds either. Credit goes to FW Frances Bartlett and the City on this. 
Milwaukee Wobs tabled the same night while Mr Weisbrott spoke to about fifty people at UW-Milwaukee. We tabled again at the Greater 
Milwaukee Green Parcy convention on 2 March. The state convention was on for the next day and conventioneers from all over the state 
came by our table. Sales were brisk at times. The other tablers were not many, but they widely covered the Left. 


The sleet and snow on 9 March didn’t slow the annual Welfare Warriors photo bus tour of bloated big business. About twenty people, 
from all walks of life, observed the third annual Global Women’s Strike as they learned how people are kept poor while agency administra- 
tors become rich as Croesus. Well-researched handouts pointed out the gravy train ride enjoyed by the likes of YWCA Welfare Agency, 
Walgreen’s, Manpower, US Army, and Wal-Mart. Their execs and administrators earn six figures or more while the workers get minimum 
wage, na insurance, and no day care, the usual BS. The day wasn’t all dry statistics, though. At each stop the riders went into the weather: 
some with picket signs and others making a din banging pots and pans together. The tour was even treated to some street theater when Wal- 
Mart goons got agitated ar the noise and picketing. Their bluster had no effect until they began to threaten a woman using a camera. The 
pushing and shouting was over in a short while and the goons were left in the bus’ exhaust. Contact Welfare Warriors at 414.342.6662. 


Association of Flight Attendants (AFA) members from Midwest Express 
have been waiting more than two years for the company to stop dragging its feet and offer them a serious contract. Thanks to AFA, a pretty 
jolly crowd of around a hundred met in front of the Midwest Express Center in downtown Milwaukee for some contact with visitors to the 
sports show. There was a lot of green clothing as flight attendants, their families and sympathizers from other unions took over a stretch of 
sidewalk for chants, leafleting, speeches and lots of solidarity. This was one of the most glamorous picket lines some of the Wobs present 
had ever seen. No hooded sweatshirts here. The Aight attendants wore their good clothes for this one. Wind and snow pellets pelted the

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NO CLASS WAR?

Two Milwaukee Wobs joined members of Community Union on 26 Feb as they 
went to the Capitol to meet with their elected representatives regarding the cur- 
rent status of a new wage claim lien law. These brave workers, many of them im- 
migrants, included some of the workforce from leather tanners Pfister and Vogel 
still waiting for their back vacation and other pay. The tannery closed bankrupt a 
couple of years ago on only a few days’ notice. State officials were upset because the 
speed of the closure violated regulations that require at least sixty days notice before 
a firm's workers can be given the sack. The workers are still waiting for their back 
pay because as information from the office of Representative Antonio Riley states: 
“Under Current law in Wisconsin, when a company files for bankruptcy the liens 
of secured creditors (such as banks, savings and loan institutions or credit unions) 
take precedence over wage claims liens for unpaid wages owed to workers”. Kind of 
smells like class warfare, doesn’t it? 


This wretched situation has been legal in Wisconsin only since 1998. An appellate 
court decision chat year upheld the priority of workers. Seeing proletarian claims 
trumping the outstretched hands of the financial industry so enraged the plutocracy 
they ordered their neutered lapdogs in the Legislature to fix it. It cook two steps 
but fix it they did. First they deleted the workers’ priority and then, in 1999, they 
changed the law to give financial institutions first go. Still skeptical about class 
warfare? Read on. 


If ever the little people exercised their rights in the capitol, it was today. After meet- 
ing with prominent supporters of the bill that would reinstate the workers’ priority, 
the group broke into visiting teams to go to the offices of the bill’s opponents to 
persuade them to change their mind. It wasn’t pretty. Too many offices were visited 
to catalogue here, buc the scene may be generalized from one example. 


Representative Jean Hundertmark, a Republican from Clintonville, is chair of the 
Assembly’s committee on Workforce and Development. The healing legislation is 
stuck in her committee and she was an important person to sway. More than a half 
dozen workers, including women, a child, and a Wob, went to her office to explain 
the need for passing the legislation soon. She was asked to let the proposal onto the 
floor for a vote and recognize the rights of workers. She dissed her visitors. After 
some waffling about the need for a compromise, the need for a proposal from “Big 
Labor”, the need for a cap on payments for workers with no cap for the banks, she 
finally explained that “banks will suffer” if this passes. Further, she explained, 
small business would also be hurt, because “no bank will give a loan to a business 
if they aren’t sure of getting their money back”. When she realized her visitors were 
neither buying her excuses nor impressed with her, she abruptly showed her back 
and retreated to an inner room. 


The Observing Wob was stunned. Not only were there no compromises in the origi- 
nal theft of workers’ rights to be redressed, but also Rep. Hunnertmark’s barefaced 
loyalty to the plutocrats, those who put her there, was shockingly transparent. As 
Woody Guthrie says, “Some rob you with a six-gun, some with a fountain pen.”

A REVIEW or THe PLAY ay ANTHONY WOOD: 


THE STORY OF JOE HILL

FEBRUARY 18, 2002 MILWAUKEE WISCONSIN - Inside the Walker's Point Center for the 
Arts, Carlos Cortez’s linocut poster of Joe Hill rests against a wall. Next to it stands 
a table full of T-shirts and baseball caps, buttons and stickers, lettered with the 
Industrial Workers of the World (IWW) logo and other protests against capitalism. 
“An Injury to One is an Injury to All; Don’t Mourn, Organize; The LW.W. is Coming; 
Join the One Big Union; Beware - Good Pay or Bum Work; LWW. One Big Union; 
We Never Forget; Sabotage.” Side by side is literature, music, and film by and about 
infamous Wobs like Joe Hill’s “the Rebel Girl” Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, Utah Phil- 
lips and Milwaukee’s Larry Penn. In honor of songwriter and musician Joe Hill, are 
copies of the 36th Edition of the Little Red Songbook. Holding the fort behind the 
table are the anonymous faces of local members of the LWW. Theatre goers make 
a mad grab to purchase Wobbly paraphernalia reminding them of a time long ago 
and almost forgotten. 


Anthony Wood’s new play The Story of Joe Hill doesn’t let us forget. It reminds us 
of the political theatre that came out of Roosevelt’s New Deal relief program, the 
Works Progress Administration (WPA) Federal Theatre Project (FTP) 1935-1939. 
As currently produced the play is in the form of a reading of the script. 


The play is set in the State of Utah in 1915 and centers around the trial of Joe Hill. 
Swedish immigrant, songwriter, musician, cartoonist, and organizer for the LWW., 
Joe Hill is fingered for a murder by the usual operatives of capital: the church, 
lawyers, prosecutors, judges, politicians, and the police. Without any evidence he is 
convicted and sentenced to death by firing squad. As The Story of Joe Hill unfolds, 
the dialogue reads as a subtle reminder of the continued struggle of workers, the rich 
versus the poor, and the fight to abolish capital punishment. 


After the reading, the playwright, Mr. Wood, engaged the audience in a moderated 
question and answer period. He dared to ask, “What do you think? Was Joe Hill 
innocent or guilty?” A majority of the theatre goers insisted Joe Hill was guilty 
because he wouldn’t name names. Others believed he was exploited by the One Big 
Union and the womanly ways of the rebel girl - Elizabeth Gurley Flynn. One of the 
Wobs in the audience talked back, “Why does it matter?” This writer knows that as 
always Big Business rounded up the usual suspect and the injury to Joe Hill became 
the injury to us all.

INS ARRESTS 
COMMUNITY LEADER

Twin Cires, MN - On Tuesday, March 19, INS 
agents arrested Milagros Jimenez, an organizer for 
the faith-based coalition Isaiah that works on im- 
migrants rights and other issues. Plaincloches INS 
agents intercepted Jimenez as she was getting into 
her car following a meeting at the Isaiah office. 


It appears that the intent behind this arrest is to 
pick off the leadership of the Latino immigrant 
community: Isaiah has been pressing for the right 
of undocumented immigrants to get state IDs. 
The group was also a key part of the successful 
1999-2000 campaign in support of the Holiday 
Inn Express workers who were picked up by the 
INS after they joined the Hotel Employees and 


Restaurant Employees Union. 


Immigrant community leaders are currently mak- 
ing plans for a public response. Jimenez has not 
yet been deported and a meeting with the INS is 
scheduled for this morning. For now, please call 
or fax the INS office in Bloomington and demand 
that Milagros Jimenez not be deported. The 
phone number is 612-313-9001.

Please generate as many calls 
and faxes as possible so that the INS understands 
they are under public scrutiny on this case. @
